Coed Baritont* flare 

Ooort baritones are rare,- and the 
public is ofion afraid that new Oflcs 
ivlll be no Improvement on the gen- 
eral run. Last night's singer was the 
exception, for In addition to h.avlns a- 
fine bearing on the platform, he has a 
clear, strong voice, controlled to nice- 
ly, so that ho can whisper luDabIca or 
.<tlng roaring nailor dlttlcs and still be 
in his right place.

Rung, were some Old Kngllsh Songs 
There included two ly Turcell. "Why 
Ho Serious, Why So Grave?" with 
flevw- wonliiij and "There's not a 
Swain" given in ijulck time In the 
manner of an excited lover.

Debt to the Middle Age.i". The Mlddlo 
Ages, covering tho thousand years 
from the Kali of Itonic to the discovery 
of America by Christoplior Columbus, 
Is tho subject of great difference of 
opinion amo'pg historians, slated tho 
.speaker. 

13y nomc it \s ji?K,nr(loU .is tin Ideal 
era witii tlic complnlo al)3enco of 
capitalists, of water In milk and of 
sand In sugar. Uy others it Is consider- 
ed fi,'oni the Jtoniantic A'lew-polnt, 
while others, of. which tho famous 
Oean Jngc is one, rcsaril it as the 
ilaritcst and dreariest oC periods), iuiving 
nx It.s chief characterlslics f.aminr, 
dcalli, pestilence, discomfort and 
superstition. 

Era ef Progress 

Tho Mlililic Ages, contrary to these 
tlieorlc.i w;is one oC rcnmrknblo pro- 
gress, it wiis in a sense one of con- 
valescence in which the country was 
rccovorlrig a. great sclbaclc in the 
downfall of Tloinc^ Krom this unpre- 
cedented calamity she was slow lu re- 
cover but tho Middle w\gc3 constitutes 
tho time In which- Kuropc not only 
recovered from this setback, but also 
made rem:irlcable progress. Though at 
the beginning bC this period the coun- 
tr.v was In the throes ol the barbarian 
Invn.'-lon.'», the end of tho Ikllddle Ages 
marks .a time wbcn Europe was over- 
flowing with intellectual and artistic 
productivity.

Toronto Again 

We have been following with a great 
deal of interest and sympathy the "free 
speech" battle now being waged in To- 
ronto. Of course, this type of disturbance 
lends itself very easily to sensationalism 
and \yc may be assured that: a certain 
amount of liysteria has crept into reports 
reaching us from the scat of action. But 
nevertheles.s it must be admitted that To- 
ronto is a bad place for daring persons 
who question the fiats of the hide-bound 
conservative element and since there are 
more than a few of these agitators rows 
"are by no means uncommon. 

It wouJd seem from despatches that 
the local constabulary have been rather 
high-handed of late with the more liberal- 
mi)ided of the citizenry, and the latest in- 
dignity is aimed at professors of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, tending to deny to them 
certain rights and liberties concerning 
opinion and speech, about which it is al- 
ways eminently respectable to raise 
trouble. 

Recently sixty-eight professors sign- 
ed a document to the effect that free 
speech is seriously infringed in Toronto. 

■ These signatories were backed by more 

■ than two hundred of their, colleagues in 
a canvass conducted by "The Varsity." 
Bitter sarcasm was heaped on the "muté 

: inglorious" who declined to express an 
Î opinion. 

Rumors reached Toronto that two Mc- 
; Gill professors had been subjected to pres- 
. sure from the authorities, and the story 
■.fitted in so well with the general trend 
*of events that rather more was made of 
^ it than the facts warranted. In fact, on 
• being inter\'iewed, the gentlemen concern- 
; ed denied all knowledge of official op- 
pression. 

It has been long recognized here that 

■ outside intei-ests can have no manner of 
- control over academic opinions, and in the 

■ past this policy has been upheld in the 
highest quarters in the face of a certain 

[ amount of opposition. It is ridiculous to 
imagine that here, or in Toronto, or any- 
where else, an outsider should attempt to 
dictate opinions to university professors, 
even if the views held by the latter are 

^ such as to recommend themselyes adverse- 
ly to wealthy manufacturers. 

Toronto has always been a city of per- 
secution to a certain extent. Sinners are 
hounded by evangelists on Younge Street 

■ and Communists suffer the same fate in 
; Queen's Park, getting their heads split by 

police batons in the process. Now, the 
climax has been capped with the ultimatum 
issued by authorities that certain opinions 
: are not to be held in the University of 
Toronto. 

With rumors going the rounds that 
our own professors have been threatened, 
and' with the advent of more enthusiastic 
]K)lice suppression of "liberal" meetings we 
commence jto see the beginning of condi- 

; tions here which will soon rival the worst 
that Toronto, officialdom ever perpetrated. 

; And despite the fact that we are inclined to 
think that "wolf" has been cried some- 
what too often at our sister university, 
this time we sympathise with the whole 
agitation and in particular with the part 
being played by our counterpart "The 

.Varsity." 

Ear Muffs

Miiiiic in the Solid 

Many ycura ago ii young ami JiarJworKlng 
inventor llvln» In the United Stiitc», evolvcil a 
process wiiorcby sounds rould l)c vli-licij up aiu) 
not only recorded pcinumcnily, but also easily 
roproduccd. 'J'ho Inventor as everyone knows, woh 
Thomas A, Udlson, and li'a Utile toy won dcsltned 
to become a luxury that 1h very much a port of 
our dally Ilfo. I.Iko nil now thtnc». >ho sound record 
and Its reproduclner Instrinnont, tho ithonoitrnph, 
must have been a novelty for the rich or a new 
plaything for cntcrprLstng amateurs. Uy now, those 
thinss aro regarded ait necessary complements to 
tho furnishing ot any homo, and though the ad- 
vance of a newer musical luxury, tho radio, threat- 
ened It for a while, yet Its advantages have main- 
t.alncd it In ll.<s position. 

A very brief sclenttCic explanation oC sound 
was given in this column last week, which said 
maJnly that what wo hear l.s tho res\ill ot waves 
in >air, causine hnrnionlu vibration oC tho ear-drum, 
and Ihcrcforo response of Iho auditory nerves. 
Experience shows that ihlnss outsldo the body 
can be set in vibration by Vound, this being 
cs]>ccially noticeable when a low note la being 
played, causing the reverberations to ho felt In tho 
floor and tho nearby furniture. Tho records that 
wo liavo today are made possible by this fact: in 
the old method of recording, a largo horn brought 
the sound onto a diaphragm, causing it to oscillate, 
the movement being transmitted to a noedi» or 
cutting tool that was resting on a steadily moving 
and easily imprcssionablo disc of wax,' Tho wavy 
groove that resulted was c^t in u harder malcr'al, 
arid when a needle attached to another dlaphraem 
was pas.ied along It, vibrations corresponding to 
the original ones wero sot up, thus reproducing 
the sound. This mechanical process was in use 
until a few years after the advent oC the radio, 
when it was replaced by the eleetrical* process. 

Tho Bell Telephone Laboratories In New York 
were experimenting in order to discover a means 
whereby they could record tho human voice more 
accurately than by the old method. They had 
built microphones that were almost perfect, — that 
is to say, they changed sound waves Into electrical 
Impulses varying In thç exact original , proportioni, 
without adding any false notée. This latter was 
the chief fault with tho mechanical process, since 
the horn usually vibrated to tho listener's discom- 
fort on Ue own noto, whenever 'certain notes were 
played. Tho scientists saw a connection an^ used 
the electrical impulses from the microphone, 
through an amplifying arrangement to opérât» an 
electrical cutting tool over the discs. Tho result 
was that the sound was recorded almost perfectly, 
while the additional power possible allowed for 
more volumei¥Praotlcally ovcinight, tho 'varlou,-» 
recording ieonipantes adopted this process, and to- 
day we see it advertised nil over the country 
under its different trade names. 

Heproductlon of the record has always been a 
reversal of tho procedure of recording. The old 
method has already been described, 'n'hllo the now 
la just as simple. In the electrical reproduction, 
the vibrating needle operates the equivalent of a 
microphone; Inste.xd' of a diaphragm, and the 
electrical Impulses are first amplified and then 
turned into sound waves by means of the loud 
speaker. 

« 

Those who study musical Instruments or even 
thé human voice, find that much more energy is 
needed to get the same volume in a high note, 
than is necessary for a low note. This fact wpjj the 
stumbling block to the first electrical, reproducing 
machines. The lower tho pitch of any note, the 
more promlnenoo it was given, arid many com- 
plaints were heard from people who did not like 
to hear the drums drown out tho aololats. This 
has, of couree, been overeome by îjalanclng the 
amplifier, and now anyone, can hoar music repro- 
duced in all its original beauty. 

The reader is not asked to sacrifice the flesh 
and blood musician to tho machine: they, however, 
are not always available, and moreover the radio 
is not consistently parUal to our wishes, so that 
in such a case a record is both handy and wel- 
come. 

The companies who make these records, have 
a large field, both of music and inusiciana to chose 
from. Mostly their choice is good, but even among 
such, tho good is proportionate. Tho Dally has 
made orraneeincnts to review a selected group of 
the records released each week. The opinions ex. 
pressed aro offered as suggestions, and also in the 
hope that they will be compared by the students. 
Attpr being reviewed, the records will bo left in 
the Union Cafeteria for a. week, where thicfee Inter- 
ested can hear tht-m on the recentlv installed com- 
bination. Diversified tastes will be anpebied, for 
dance as well as clasileal mu»!o will be included.

Record Reviews 

Last minute negotiations cotild not bring a|l 
the records in time for a hearing, but a number 
received from Brunswick will do to start. Wag- 
ner's "A Faust' Overture" played by the State 
Opera Orchestra of Berlin under the direction of 
Oscar Fried Is a very good example of this com 
poser's typo of writing. The orchestra Is used to 
the best advantage even If some of the instruments 
must be strained. This piece starts in a quiet 
manner, but grows in strength towards the end 
It finishes with a bit ot stirring music, well play, 
ed with gpod technique, and clearly recorded, A 
"Jfungarlan March In C Minor" played by the Ber- 
lin and Charlottonburg Opera Orchestra is u piece 
of music typically from Central Kuropo, worth 
llRteiiliie to. (Hecords 00077 and 00078): "nitual 
X''lro Dance" Is a dcHcrlptlve composition Includ- 
ing the conventionalised manner of reprosentlng 
savage music. Tlie reverse ijide has two numhorH 
that are very musical, called the "IVoludo" and 
the "latudo in D flat Major", by Scrlabln. 't'iiesB 
are playeil by Alexander Urullowwity on Iho piano, 
and thougli this Instrument docs not often record 
Vitl\ Ih'.x time la jiii exception. f!i0050). 

Three dance records are worth nienlloning:

Jt was tho' same method only 
adapted to C.-madlan business con- 
ations, and was copied from the 
"case" idea of toachlng law. 

Prof. Vox said hp believed ilie 
Western w.-is the only \inlvoralty 
where young women were lr.alned In 
secretarial science.

At His Majesty's Theatre 
By s.n.A. 



To ECO a real opera with real niu-slc 
is tho anibitlun oC many, and tho Ills 
.Majesty's theatre tried to satisfy the 
public of ^lontrcal by giving a series 
of Grand Operas, calculated to in- 
clude .thO: most, outstanding merits of 
both music and story. A''crdl's "II 
Trovatore," played -last night, by the 
New York Opera Company, Is ono 
wiiirh should havo accomplished this, 
unfortunately, however, tho singers 
seemed to havo been chosen not only 
for their voices, sonin oC which were 
good, but .also for lliclr weight, in 
which all wero remarkable. 

Tho plot ot "II Trovatolo" is very 
romantic; but It has tho 'merit of be- 
ing connected and inlcUlglljIa Tho 
mother of -Vzucena, an old gips.v, has 
been burned as a witch by the father 
of the Count Ol Luna; and Azucena. 
"0 ov<;iEo her -Tioiher's d(>t'.i. steals 
the younger brother of the Count, and 
brings him up ai her son, under the 
name ot Manrlco. lie becomes a trou- 
badour, and gains tho Ijvo ot the 
Countess lx>oaora, who Is also be- 
loved by the Couiii. The fl-.-t act 
shows Manrlcj <ind the Count In pur- 
suit of Leonora; and It ends with a 
challenge and a duel. In the second 
net, tlic gipsies ara lr.:icduccd Mau- 
rice bsing woundjl. Ho learns that 
Leonora Is about to take tho veil; and 
in tho convent the rivals again meet; 
Manrlco's followers overcoming those 
of tho Count, and Manrico bcar.i off 
arc abnut to be united; but Manrico 
of tho Count, and Manrico bearing off 
Leonora. In the third act tho lovers 
are about to bo united; but Manrico 
learns that Azucena Is in the power 
ot the Count, and condemned to bo 
.let sliows Lconor.x offering to many 
tho Count, US the condition of Man- 
rlco's freedom, but poisoning herself 
to prevent the Count's posscsjiou of 
her. The Count sends Manrico to the 
scaffold and only after tho death- 
blow has been sir jck docs ho learn 
from Azucena that he has sacrificed 
his long-lost broth.er. 

Sibyl Conklin as Azucena, proved to 
be H. most dramatic aotre-is, and one 
very well suited to her part. Foruna- 
to De Angelis, who plays Manrico, has 
an excellent voice, but ho is much too 
emotional and appears to bo a novice 
to tho sti^c. Leonora aJso has a 
very pleasing voice, but she did not 
suit tho part physically, her maid, 
Inez, Stella Gentile was moro of the 
popular typo. The scenery and cos- 
tuming were evidently very inexpen- 
sive, and, as well, such remarks bjs 
"Throw mo that rope." "Once ajain 
all together." etc., etc., were much to 
frequently heard between scenes. -

Socks were called "Canada greys", 
and overalls "India silks." A cap was 
a "sky- piece," arid' a blanket was a 
'.'shroud''. It Is said that an ordinary 
person ILslenlng to a lumberjack 
could barely understand the incidents 
related because of tho wide use ot 
elans.

Life Today Just 
As Excitiug' As 
lu Medieval Era

from enthusiastic suffragettes on his 
assertion that votes for. women were 
approved by Pope Innocent HI in 
tho 13lli Century, while' tho right of 
popular insurrection was recognised by 
ICuropeaii powers five Centurltfb before 
the American Dccl.aratlon of Indcpcrid- 
cnce. Tho material bequests of this 
period number such indispensable ar- 
ticles as tho mariner's compass,- fire- 
arms, chimneys, spectacles, clocks. 

Among the other contributions made 
to civllisatlun by the .Middle Ages Is 
the Invention of printing. Printing al- 
though It was' placed us a' cause of the 
collapse of the Middles Ages; yet nl 
first was much moro used- fur the 
spread of established Ideas than to 
tho.io ideas which wero soon to In- 
troduce a new period. 

Prom the Societies and organised 
groups formed In the Middle Ages for 
tho pursuit ot Truth have evolved our 
modern Unlvorsitics. Although' these 
In nxanywaya seem far removed from 
their origin yet still In many ways 
they betray their ancestry. The 
tltlo of Chancellor, tho wearing of 
gowns, tho system ot Kuoultlcs, the 
Deans, tho Degrees of Bachelors, the 
hazing of Freshmen all originated in 
tho Middle Ages. 

Tho most useful product of the MM- 
dio Ages, the speaker coiisidorcil to be 
tho sy.slcni of parliuinen'.ary govcrii- 
incnt. It was during Modlaoviil times 
that reprcscnlallvo government was 
experimented upon and to this period 
belongs tho En;jlish parliament, so 
successful that nearly every other par- 
liament is a copy ur nn Imitation uC a 
copy of tho English form. To o.vplain 
tho procedure, some nl wliicli is rather 
quaint and perplexing and its strange 
characteristics such as tlie ' Speaker's 
Chair, the Black Rod, tho Scrgcant-ut- 
ui'ins, ono would have to go b.ack lo 
tho Middle Ages. If tho English par- 
liament had not been strong enough to 
overcome tho difficulties wlilch It met, 
parliamentary j;overnincnt would have 
disappeared off the face ot tho-. earth 
never to reappear. 

_ The greatest ' bequest ot tho Middle 
Ages was Gothic Architecture; its 
creators did not turn their backs on 
Çormer styles bur formed" them Into 
something original — tho last original 
architecture to appear till tho present 
day. 

The Middle .i\gC8, continued Profes- 
sor Waugh, were no moro romantic 
than other ages. The average author 
creates ;i mediaeval hero ot whom he 
recounts an avalanche of thrilling 
evenlSjK'any* ono ot which might linvo 
happe'iicd'^o tho youth but' all of which 
could never havo possibly happened in 
tho. human course of one individual 
life. 

Lifo in tho Jliddlo Ages was monot- 
onous and boring; tho amusements of 
tho peasants consisted of wrestling, 
archery, on frequent holidays and fes- 
tival days, such as May day, whilo 
tho wcaltlijer classes had more leisure 
and lived more lu.xurlously. 

Guilds Harmful 

Tho theory that Guilds might offer 
a. euro for tho present economic dit- 
ficulties is baseless. Tho Mediaeval 
Guilds of craftsmen became federa- 
tions of wasters, detrlmcntnl to pro- 
ducllo'n.and consumption. Nor was the 
general commercial liuiicsty greater 
than it is today for the craftsman and 
shop-keeper wero up to . every trick ot 
the trade. Tho fundamental differences 
between Mediaeval and ^fodern In- 
dustry is machinery. In tho . ^Ilddlc 
Ages the craftsman , was Intcreslcd In 
producing something aitiKlIc and 
beautiful, so that his lovo ot beauty 
and his artistic Individuality v,-ero nut 
cramped us- in modern times by ' -the 
automatic movements Qf machine 
work. 

'"J'ho proper study of mankind is 
nian", declxred tiio siieaKer, (luotlng 
tho words of Alexander J'opc; al- 
though -Universities seem lo think 
study should bo ot matter, humanity 
will always provide new and unsolved 
problems. In the pursuit of this study 
1-Iumunlty ot tlio Middle Ages since It 
Is less standardized than at any other 
period, provides . interest for tho stu- 
dent. 

Tho Middle Ages, jiosscssing ii sing- 
ular luck of niodcrullon, offer the in- 
timate, association of vice and virtue. 
The- distinctions between theory nnd 
practice were reinijrkaljlc; Ijcauty was 
regarded .as a snuru ot the devil and 
yet Sladlaeval man was forever 
striving to attain It, In his heme and 
books. AVhilo priests chanted solemnly 
of .the /fear of God, villagers gaily 
sang "Somer la acumen". Certainly the 
Middle Ages were full of surprising 
and Inleresting. types ot humanity.
